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the one part is so wisely framed as 
a congenial introduction to the o- 
ther. 

In the algebraic part the same 
lucid ness of arrangement, the same 
concise clearness of expression, are 
to be found : and they appear here 
with the greater advantage, as the 
subject is in reality more difficult. 
In short, the same patient reasoner 
is found to continue his attendance 
on his pupil, even to the end. 

As algebra is known to few, and 
is considered as an abstruse science, 
beyond the reach of ordinary capaci- 
ties, exhortation to learn it maj' not 
be very much attended to ; but vi'e 
are well convinced, that a little ac- 
quaintance with it, as presented by 
Mr. Walker, will remove all appre- 
hensiort ; and we are the more anxi- 
ous that the trial should be made, 
because we consider the difficulties 
are, in a great measure, removed by 
him, and the utility of the science 
is great. 

To every person, unacquainted 
with algebra, no matter what his 
education may have been in other 
respects, we would urge the study 
of it ; and more particularlj' so, if 
he have learned vulgar ariihmctic in 
the ordinary way, that is, by rule, or 
rather by rote, without having con- 
sidered it as a science. To all, and 
more especially to the latter, algebra 
aiFords a noble exercise of the men- 
ial powers ; and I hesitate not to 
say, that the man, whose mind is 
exercised and strengthened thus, will 
not be found au unpractised athlete 
in the struggles he is to encounter 
in the world. 

1 would have extracted a few pas- 
sages frcm Mr. Walker's book, but 
that your limits would scarcely allow 
it, and that it may be belter to refer 
your readers to the book itself, where 
they will find enough to justify this 
panegyrical description. After this 
laudatory strain, so uncunimofi from 



reviewing chair, in which I have 
placed myself, which I deem no 
more than due to so meritorious a 
work, I must point out what appears 
a defect, namely, that, while it is 
admirably calculated for the private 
student, from the fewness of ex- 
amples, it cannot be considered as 
well calculated for schools. A suf- 
ficient number of examples might 
be added in form, of an appendix: it 
is hoped that vihen the work reaches 
a second edition, Mr. Walker will 
take this well meanthint, and make 
the desired additiop, or alteration.

Cardiffstoiisn. 
\ N endowment of 20/. yearly, 
-T*- by Lord Mayo: this endow- 
ment, as is staled to us, has not 
yet been carried into efteet. 
Porlarlington. 
The Earl of Galway, in the rcigu 
of King William, endowed this 
school with an acre of land, and a 
rent charge of 32/.' per annum for 
ever, of which surn 20/. is for an 
English roaster, and 12i. for a French 
master. In the year 1788, this 
school was kept as a grammar- 
school ; at ■ present no school is 
taught, there is no school-bouse, 
and the tenaut of the estate, said to 
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be chargeable with the school-mas- 
ter's salary, has filed a hill against 
the Lord Bishop of Kildare, the 
trustee under Lord Galvvay's will, 
who has answered said bill, and the 
cause is still pending. 

School of Agliold. 

This school was endowed by the 
Marquis of Rockingham, in the 
year 1717, and the endowment, 
which consists of a school-bouse, and 
ten acres of land, rent-free, is con- 
tinued by the present Earl Fituwil- 
liam, the representative of the foun- 
der; the foundation admits ten free 
sebolars; there are but four of that 
description on it at present ; in the 
summer time, about 50 children 
9ttend this school, and pay the mas- 
ter for their instruction. 
Kilcommon. 

There was a school here in the 
■year 1788, which was endowed by 
a Reverend Mr. Barton, the minis- 
ter of the parish, with the rents 
arising from some houses in Ormond 
market, in the city of Dublin, and 
producing about 50/. per annum. 
Owing to some negligence on the 
part of those who had the manage- 
noent of the school, the ground rent 
to the bead landlord was not paid, 
who brought ejectments, and the 
houses were lost to the Charity, and 
the school is now discontinued. 

There are no other schools of pri- 
vate foundation in this diocese, on 
permanent establishments. 

Franltfort School. 
This school is situated at a place 
called Frankfort, in the diocese of 
Killalla, and was originally endow- 
ed by a Doctor Valentine, with a 
3um of 400/1, which has now in- 
creased to 1,500/., which is vested 
in government debentures, and lod- 
ged in the bank of Sir William Glea- 
dowe, and Co., in Dublin; 1,200/. 
of this sum is in 3| per cent, deben- 
tures, and 300/. ia the five per 



cents. ; the master has a dwelling* 
house and a school-room attached, 
which are kept in repair by the 
trustees ; he has also two acres and 
a half of land adjoining, which 
were given by the Bishop of the 
Diocese, and 12/. per annum salary^ 
Twenty-three Protestant children, 
and five Homan Catholics, are 
taught gratis in this school. There 
are six others who pay for their in- 
strnction ; all the children are taught 
reading, writing, and arithmetic, 
and some of them geometry and 
trigonometry, by the present mas- 
ter ; and the children, whose parents 
wish it, are apprenticed to trades, 
with a fee. 

The trustees, the Bishop of Kill- 
alla and the Vicar of the parish, pro- 
pose considerably augmenting the 
number of children at this school 
and enlarging the house. 
BaUymackey. 

In the year 1724, Lady Anne 
Cole left 100/., the interest thereof 
to be paid to the school-master of 
the parish of Ballymackey ; the in- 
terest is now paid by Henry Cole 
Bowen, lEsq. of the County of Cork. 
There is no school- house here, and 
the number of scholars is not return- 
ed. 

Dromoland School, 

Here is a .school established by 
Lady O'Brien, who gives the master 
and mistress 60/. per annum salary, 
with a house and half an acre of 
ground rent-free; he keeps a few 
boarders, and has an evening schooj, 
the profits of which go to him; no 
return of the number of scholars, and 
whether any are free. 

Killaloe School. 
The Lord Bishop of Killaloe has 
established a school at Killaloe, and 
pays the master 40/. per annum, 
and has given him a dwelling-house 
and school-house rent-free. There 
VKejre fifty scholars in September, 
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1811, at this school, who were all 
free scholriSji, and were taught read- 
ing, wriliiig, and arithmetic. The 
d.welling-house, and the school- 
house, were in perfect repair. 
'I'uliamn School. 

Winiam Moore, of TiiHavin, in 
the County of Cavan, Esq , by his 
will, dated" Ist. January, 1803. be- 
queathed the sum of (bur thousand 
pounds to his trustees, and their 
survivors, iu trust, to " lay out the 
same in the purchase of Government 
securities, or "on moriages, judg- 
ments, or other landed securities, 
and out of the interests tlience aris- 
ing, to apply a sum not exceeding 
50/. per annual, as a stipend or sa- 
lary to a sufficient and capable mas- 
ter, of good character and morals, 
of the Protestant religion, for keep- 
ing a public school at or near to Tul- 
lavin, for the education and instruc- 
tion of Protestant children; the .re- 
mainder of the interest of the aftire- 
said 4,000^. to be applied to the pur- 
chase of boofcsi paper, hats, shoes, 
and stockings, for the children, and 
also for the purpose cf obtaining, 
antt paying for the board and- lodg- 
ing at a nioderate rate, coatigious ro 
said school, of such Protestant cbif- 
dren, whose own residence is too 
distant from the said* school, to al- 
low their daily attendance theiieat. 
The master of the said 'school to be 
retnosable for misconduct by the 
trustees." 

There i* a school kept at Tulla- 
vin^^ in tvMO sniail ccJhtigioua cabin/:; 
the. number reselling to it varies 
ffoni' sixty to eighty boys and girls ; 
the children are of the eslalilished 
church, and Dissenters and Roman 
Catholic, but in what respective pro- 
portion we are not iiitormed ; the 
former are taught the Church cate- 
chism; those of the other persua- 
sions are left to be instructed in their 
religion,, by their own ministers or 
parents. The master has a salary of 



50/. perannum.the children are taught 
reading, writing, and aritliroetic. 
There is an assistant who has no sala- 
ry, but he receives his board and 
lodging, and is himself instructed by 
the master in the higher branches of 
arithmetic. Afewof ihcchil-Jren iiave 
lately t)€en supj>{ied wiih siicies and 
stockings. 

The commissioners of charitable 
donations are at present carrying on 
a lawsuit against the ex'ecutors at»d 
trustees of Mr. Moore's will, for (be 
pur|>ose of securing the ptii>fipal 
sum of 4,000/., left for this endow- 
ment, the interest o-f which 9ora 
would certainly be suffieient to main- 
tain a school of a mtteb belter des- 
cription, than the one which now 
exists; and the savings wfeicb Blast 
have accrued oat »f the interest ou 
the 4,000/. since the year 1803. 
(when Mr* Moore died,) upon an 
establishment swch as that bow exist- 
ing at Tullavin, ought to be suffi- 
cient for pvoviding a suitable s«h<>oi- 
Lfiuse for eJle endowment. 
T/ie Blue b'chool. 

Mrs. Alicia Craven granted, in 
thtt yeair 1'724-, to the Bisliop, Dean, 
Mayor, and Recorder of Litneriefc, 
and their successors for ever, se- 
veral houses, in ttust, fbr the sup>. 
port of a charity-seliool, called the 
Jilue SehooU The cor|>nration of 
Limerick paid 20/. per antvum re- 
gularly to this school, tintil the year 
1745, when they discontinued' it. 
The present income of this charily 
amounts to 98/^ 2s. (id. perannuni, 
49/. 12s. 6d. of which arises from 
the rents of houses, and the remain- 
der from the interest of the principal 
sum of 900/., the property of, the 
charity, arising from savings and 
benefactions at different titnes. Of 
this sum, part bears interest at six, 
and the rest at five per cent., but 
whelherihe whole is secured iu the 
public funds, or lent upon private 
security, we iiave not ascertained. 
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There is a school-house, which was 
buili in the year 1773; out of the 
savings of the aiiiiual income of the 
charily, the school havinaf been for 
many years previous to 1773 discon- 
tinued. Since that period, however, 
it has been regularly kept. There 
are at present fiiteen boys iti this 
school, all Protestants, who are in- 
structed in the church catechism, 
taught reading, writing and arith- 
metic, clothed, and at the expira- 
tion of four years apprenticed to 
trHdesmen, with a fee of 4/. each. 
The school-master has a salary of 
20/. per annnm, resides in the school- 
bouse, and is supplied with fuel out 
^ the funds. 

Doctor Hall's School. 
Doctor Jeremiah Hall, in the year 
16S7, left a very large house, and se- 
veral other concerns in the city of 
Limerick, for a school-house for the 
accommodation of twenty poor boys, 
and twenty poor girls, and bequeath- 
ed a perpetual annuity often pounds 
p^r annum to the master thereof, the 
same sum to the mistress, and ten 
pounds for the repairs of the house. 
The schools are stated to us to be 
regularl3 kepi, according to the will 
of Doctor Hall. The salaries of the 
master and mistress have been raised 
to 15/. each, but from what fund we 
are not informed. 

Atlilone School. 
A few years ago an English, school 
was kept in Athlone, a small eri- 
dpwm(;nt of Arthur St. George, Esq. 
\)vh(> by will left a house and an an- 
nuity of 5/ per annum for a school- 
master. His present heir and repre- 
sentative, as we are informed, has 
rsifused to confirm, this bei|ueft, Mr. 
St, George's will, it seems, not hav- 
ing been signed by the requisite 
Bvrtnber of witnesses required by 
law. 

Athlone. 
WilJiani Handcock, Esq. in the 



year 1705, bequeathed a rent-charge 
of 20/. per annum fir ever, for the 
support of a free-school in the towa 
of Athlone ; the master to educate 
gratis the sons of tin; decayed free- 
men. The corporation formerly al- 
lowed the master 10/. nT^sm, during 
pleasure. We do not fiiid that this 
is paid at present, but the vicar of 
Athlone novv allows four pounds in 
adLlition to his salary of 20/ , Mr.' 
Handcock's endowment. This school 
had been discontinued for seve- 
ral years past, hut upon the inter- 
ference lately t»f the Cou^missioners 
of Charitable Bequests, the arrears 
of the 20/. per annum, which were 
due to the endowment during the 
time no school was kept, have been 
paid to the Lord Bishop of Meatb, 
the trustee, and lodgeri ia Govern- 
ment security ; and the sum, with 
the interest thereon, now amonnts 
to something more than 200/. His 
Lordship's intention is to procure a 
school house for this money. The 
present master has opened school in 
bis own house, and has now twenty- 
nine scholars : he h competent to 
teach the classics and has already 
one pupil who<Ti he instructs in Greeic 
and Laiiii at one guinea perquarter: 
he charges tiie Enyli^i scholars from 
five shillings to eleven siiilling* and 
four pence halfpenny per quarter, 
according to their a(fi"s and the 
branches of learning in nvhith they 
are instructed. It i.; not stated to 
us that any of the icbolars are 
free. 

A recent Bequest of considerable 

value, for cstyblis'iing .Schools foe 
tliC Education vi' ih- iovver (>i-dcra 
in the Diocese of Jleiih. 

We have thouj,'ht it right to add 
to this report upon tlis present stata 
of the schools of privale fuundalioii 
in the diocese of iMeaih, the follow- 
ing return of a reccn! Ii< quest of con* 
sidtrable aniouat, k!'» ior the pur- 
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pose of erecting schools) in that dio- 
cese. This irrformation was com- 
municated by the Lord Bishop of 
lyieath to the Commissioners of Cha- 
ritable Donations, and by them 
through their secretary to us. 

In the year 1809, Mr. Laurence 
Gils.on, of Great Casile-street, in the 
parish of St. Mary-ie-bone, in the 
County of Middlesex, Eiigland, by 
his last will left the sum of 25,400/. 
consolidated three per centum an- 
nuities, standing in his name in the 
Bank of England, to Henry Wiiham, 
of Gower-street, in the County of 
Middlesex, and. to Charles Mac- 
kenzie, of Broad-sireet, near the 
Royal Exchange, Esq. in trust, •' for 
the following purposes, viz. 500/. 
British per annum of the interest 
of said sum to be applied to the 
erection of a school-house, and for 
the maintenance of a school on the 
green of Oldcastle, in the County of 
Meath, and Kingdom of Ireland, his 
native country and parish. Half of 
said sum to be drawn annually for 
the use of said fgoindation by the 
Protestant rector of the said parish, 
and the other half by the Roman 
Catholic priest of the parish for the 
time being. And that an equal num^ 
ber of the children of their respective 
flocks should be admitted into this 
school, but that all the children of 
the parish, beingtiatives, of whatever 
sect and religion, shall be admitr 
ted.?' 

He furl)ier directs that not only 
the rector and priest of the parish 
of Oldcastle, but also the church- 
wardens for the time being, should 
1^ permitted and entitled to inspect 
the apcounts of the receipts and ex- 
peodiiure of the said 500/. per an- 
lium, and expresses his " wish that 
the scfeoof master fro tempore should 
have 'a house and garden;" and adds, 
" I think one school-master upon 
Mr. Lancaster's plan of education, 
■will be fully adequate to the teach- 



ing all the boys of said parish, it 
being my wish and will that the said 
Lancasterian plan of education be 
adopted." And that Protestants as 
well as Roman Catholics should be 
equally eligible to be appointed mas- 
ters of said school, according to their 
respective merits. And afterwards 
by a codicil to his will, dated in June 
1809, he bequeaths all the property 
he may die possessed of, over and 
and above the 500/. per annum (al- 
ready mentioned), to the erection 
and jnaintenance of a school at Old- 
<!astle aforesaid", and then directs that 
411 his books should be sent to Old- 
castle, to form the foundation of a 
library at that place for his purposed 
schooj. 

The opinions of eminent counsel 
in England, viz. Sir Samtiel Romilly, 
Mr. Cruise, and Mr. Johnstone, have 
been taken upon this will ; and they 
all agree that the case is not within 
the Act of Mortmain, 9 Geo. 11. ch^ip. 
36, the legacy being left for the 
establishment of a charity i n Ireland ; 
and that the executors are bound to 
perform the trusts of it. Mr. John- 
stone, however, gives his opinion, 
that the executors ought not to act 
in execution of the trusts, otherwise 
than under the direction of a Court 
of Equity. 

Colonel Robertson's Schools. 

There ij'in the diocese of Raphoe a 
very munificent endowment, for the 
education of the children of the lower 
orders of the people, established under 
the last will ai^dtestament of the latft 
Colonel Robertson," who, in the year 
1790, by bis last willand testament, 
dated 25th 6f September in that year, 
did, among other bequests therein 
mentioned, make the following: — 

" I give and devise to the parishes 
of ibfi diocese of Raphoe, a sum of 
money, which, by its interest at 
thfe rate of five per cent, shall be 
found sufficient to produce fifteen 
pounds stt.'1'ling aunually to each pa- 
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rish, for or towards establishing a 
HchooJ therein, and purchasing books, 
as well of entertainment as of instruc- 
tion, in every parish of said diocese ; 
and it is to be uadersiood, that such 
as in said parishes may not be of the 
established religion, are notwith- 
standing to &hare equally in this 
legacy, which it is to be hoped will 
contribute to their confirntation with 
the English church, l»y enlighten- 
ing their understandings : and I do 
appoint the Lord Primate of Ireland, 
the Lord Archbishop of Dublin, the 
Lord Bishop, Dean, Archdeacon and 
Kectors of said diocese for the time 
being, to be trustees herein for said 
parishes, with a power to form such 
regulations in the founding and con- 
ducting of the schooLs aforesaid, as 
may seem best to them ; and to dis- 
pose of, in the purchase of lands of 
inheritance in fee simple, or to put 
to interest on good security in Ire- 
land, the aforesaid sum of money." 

On Morrday, the 7tb day of March, 
1803, the Right Honourable the Lorij 
Chancellor of Ireland, Lord Redes- 
dale, was pleased to pronounce the 
following decree respecting said cha- 
ritable bequest. 

" It is ordered, adjudged, and de- 
creed, by the Right Hononrabletbe 
Ld. Chancellor of Ireland, that the be- 
quests iq the testator's will to the pa- 
rishes in the diocese of Raphoe, of a 
sum of money, which by us inte- 
rest, at the rate of five pounds per 
cent, shall be found sufficient to pro- 
duce 15/. sterling annually to each 
parish, ought to be considered as a 
bequest of 'iOOl. sterling for 'the be- 
nefit of each parish ; and it appear- 
ing that there are 31 parishes in 
said diocese, it is further ordered 
that the said bequest ought to be 
deemed, and is hereby decreed as a 
bequest of the sum of nine thousand 
three hundred pounds sterling, pay-

able within one year after the death 
of the testator. 

" And it is further ordered, that the 
trustee.'* of the charity, in the plead- 
ings mentioned, lay before the mas- 
ter a scheme for the founding and 
conducting of the schools mentioned 
in the will of the testator, and for 
purchasing books according to his 
said will, and for applying the ba- 
lance which shall appear by the 
master's report to be in their or any 
of their hands, upon the account 
hereinafter directed ; and the sums 
to be reported due for interest, and 
the dividends of debentures accrued 
and to accrue until such plan shall 
be settled and approved of ; and ia 
forming such plan, that the amount 
of the salaries to be paid to the 
school-master of each of the schools 
directed by the testator to be es- 
tablished in each of the said parishes, 
to be made so far to depend upoa 
his having a certain number of scho- 
lars in bis school, that such salary 
may not be paid in the whole, unless 
he shall have a certain number of 
scholars, and Inay be diminished in 
proportion as the number of scholars 
shall be diminished, and shall not be 
paid at all, unless he shall appear 
to have a certain number of scho- 
lars ; so that if from the neglect, in- 
attention, or want of capacity of the 
school-master, the school of any of 
the said parishe.0 shall not be kept, 
or shall not be eflectually kept ac- 
cording to the intent of the said tes- 
tator, the salary of the school -mas- 
ter shall be diminished, or not paid 
at all, according to circumstances ; 
and havuig regard to the size of the 
parish, and to the number of the in- 
habitants thereof, and the increase 
or decrease of the number of such 
inhabitants: and in such plan that 
the proper provisions be made for 
ascertaining the number of the scho- 
lars, and the conduct of the school- 
^11 
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master; btfore payment of salary for 
the preceding year or half year ; and 
for tnahling two or more of the said 
trusties to slop the payment of the 
salary of any school-roaster for any 
mJNconcluct, until his conduct can be 
investigated by some larger number 
of said trustees, and empowering 
sueh larger number wholly to stop 
the same. 

•' And it is further ordered, that said 
plan also proposes, that any stop- 
pages to be made for want of scho- 
iars, or misconduct, shall be ap- 
plied to the general purposes of 
the charity within the same pa- 
rishes, at the discretion of the trus- 
tees. 

•• And it is further ordered, that 
the master also inquire whether 
proper school masters have been 
liitherlo provided in the several 
jKirisht^ in said diocese, or any, 
find which of them, and whether 
the children instructed therein re- 
spectively have been properly in- 
structed, and what number of scho- 
lars have heretofore been from time 
to time in each of said schools; and 
that said trustees also, in the plan 
hereinbefore directed to be laid be- 
fore the master, propose a scheme 
lor the regular visitation of such 
stjhools by sorne one or more of 
the trustees, as circumstances will 
adniii ; and for obtaining annual 
returns thereon to the Lord Primate, 
the Archbishop of Dublin, and the 
15ishop, ])ean, and Archdeacon of 
Kaphoo, or such of them as the said 
trustees shall in their said plan think 
fit to propose tor that purpose ; and 
that the trustees do also propose 
tahat proportions of the income of 
cacit" parish shall be applied fof 
salary of school- masters, and what 
for books, and what for other ne- 
cessary incidents to the_ schools' ; 
fiiid that the trustees do also pifopose 

some plan for vesting- the trust fund 
in some of the said trustees, or in 



other proper trustees, or in come 
other manner, so as that sarnt may 
be perpetual, and the trusts ron- 
tinued for the purposes of the cha- 
rity, and for laying out the pio- 
portion of each parish, or the pro- 
jiortions of ditlerent parishes, or' the 
whole fund in the purchase of lands 
of inheritance in fee simple, ac- 
cording to the testator's will ; and 
in forming such a plan as aforesaid, 
that said trustees do have regard to 
forming i\s> acting committee, con- 
sisting of a smaller number or part 
of their body, for conducting the af- 
fairs of said charity, and giving to 
such committee, or to a certain por- 
tion of such committee, such powers 
as may be necessary for the good 
management of the charity, either 
conclusively, or by making reports 
to the whole body of the trustees 
as otherwise might be required; 
and for appointing some certaiti 
days for general meetings at vi- 
sitations of the diocese, or other 
public occasions, when a number 
of trustees can be conveniently as- 
sembled. 
" And it is furthet- ordered, that the 
costs of the several inquiries and 
plans hereinbefore directed for the 
management of the charity, and all 
other cosis, touching the manage- 
ment , of. the charity, ought to be 
borne out of the funds of said cha- 
rit}', and not out of testator's estate ; 
and accordingly in forming said plan 
for the future conducting of said 
charity, it is further ordered, that 
said trustees have regard to the pay- 
ment of such subsequent costs, out 
of the balance now in thf hands of 
the informant, the Bishop, or any 
of the trustees, and the interest here- 
in before directpd to be paid to him, 
and the dividends of the debentures 
now in the bank, to the credit of this 
cause. 

" And it is further ordered, that the 
plan tor the futuce managemeut of 
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the charity be Jaid before his Ma- 
jestj''s Attorney General, tor hi,s con- 
sideration thereof, before the same 
shall be reported upon by the mas- 
ter ; and that if he shall think fit, 
he shall direct some proper person 
to attend the master thereupon, the 
expense whereof shall be paid by the 
reia)ors." 

This legacy of Colonel Robertson's, 
as appears by the decree above re- 
cited, was contested f<jr soni.e years 
in Ciiancerv. by the executors and 
heirs at l^vv, in consequence of uhicli 
the charity was in abeyance; and 
therefore, when the trustees of this 
charity obtained a decree in their 
favour, there was a redundancy, more 
than sufficient, from the iuterest, 
to pay according to. Colonel Ro- 
bertson's bequest 15/. to each pa- 
rish. 

The whole money received from 
the executors was vested in Govern- 
ment securities, in the name of the 
Jiishop of fiaphoe, the Dean, and 
Archdeacon of that dioce^Cj as trus- 
tees for Colonel Robertson's charity. 
The sum now belonging to this cha- 
rity, is, we are informed, about 
15,500/.. By the decree of the 
Chancellor above-mentioned, the 
clergy are directed to elect a com- 
mittee to conduct the business of the 
charity, who, under certain regula- 
tions, are to pay twelve pounds per 
annum to each parish, and three 
pounds for books. The present com- 
mitiee are the Bishop, the Dean, 
and the Archileacon of Itaphoe, Doc- 
tor Alcock, Doctor Stojjford, Docioi; 
Usher, Mr. Homan, and Mr. Smith. 
At the visitation the Bishop of Ra- 
phoe appoints visitors for each school, 
and betore the school master can re- 
ceive his salary, he must procure a 
Certificate from the visitor of his 
having taught, on an average, during 
the preceding year, at least 25 boys, 
and in case of any deficiency of num- 
bers, a proporliopabie part of his 



salary is de<hictt(!. Tiie coinaiittee 
each year si-lect the bijuks that shall 
b'e dislrilmied, wi.ich (OusiNt gene- 
rally of IJibUs, prjyer-bouks," and 
seleciions from the books puhlisljed 
by the society, for discoiiiUenanciiig 
vice. Proiii the accumulitio-i which 
arose during the time that the ivill 
was contesting in Clianccry, the i.-ox\t- 
mittee dctcrinined to grant ijl. lo 
each parish, towards the buiUJiut: of 
a school-hon-se, where tlie incumbent 
could procure a suiiicieat plot of 
ground, witii a good liile in perpe- 
tuity ; several grants liave i>eej 
made, but the diilicully of getting 
grants of laud in perpetuity, has, 
as we are informed, occasioned se^ 
vera! pari.fhes to be stijl without 
school-houses on this founcfation. 

At tile Bishi p of Raplioe's visita- 
tion every year the agent to this 
charily furnislies his accounts ; a 
floating "balance, as we are inform- 
ed, IS alwavs left in his hands, suf- 
ficient, according to calculation, to 
answer contingent expenses j and 
the overplus, if any, is directed to 
be vested, from lime to time, in go- 
vernment sccuritie-i, lodged in th;: 
Bank, in the na>iu: ot ilit Bishoi), 
Dean, and Arcluleucon ot Raphoe, in 
trust, for the purposes of Robenson's 
charity. 

Saint Johnston- n. 
At St. Jolinstown, near Longford, 
there was formerly a school kept, 
and which was originally endowed, 
as we have reason to believe, by 
the celebrated Sir Waller Raleigh, 
with CiO acres of land. The .schoolJ 
ma.-.tjr was annually elected by the 
corporationof St Johnstown ; a. liian 
of the name of Ratigaii was the last 
master ; from the neglect of the 
corporation, according to oar iafor- 
matioQ, they continued him, wiih» • 
out renewal of election, for a num- 
ber of years. Ratigan, who died 
some time be i ween 1770 and 1780, 
bequeaitied by will the sixty acres of 
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school lanci to his son, as his own 
property, who, at some time be- 
tween the years 1780 and 1788, sold 
the same to an attorney, whose de- 
scendants are in possession of these 
60 acres, worth now above 120/. 
per annum, as has been stated to us. 
We haye thought right to refer 
this case to the commissioners of 
charitable donations and bequests, 
and have requested of that board 
to take such proceedings at law as 
they may deem most expedient, for 
the recovery of this embezzled cha- 
rity. 

Jamestown School, 
There is a school at Jamestown, 
in the parish of Kiltogard, and dior 
cese of Tiiam, which was endowed 
by an Earl of Mountrath, with lands 
in the parish of Cloon, County of 
Antrim, which are now let for 34/. 
per annum, but on what lease we 
are nqt informed ; the late Earl 
erected a handsome school-bouse, 
with offices, in Jamestown, for the 
piaster; the present master has 80 
scholars, who are taught reading, 
•writing, .and arithmetic ; of this 
number, 40 ^re free scholars, boys 
and girls, and are the children of 
the poor tenants of Lord M«untrath',s 
estate : the rest pay for their instruc- 
tion : of the whole number, 12 only 
are Protestants ; the master keeps 
an assistant, whom he pays, and 
the school-house and offices are stat- 
ed to us to be in very good repair, 
at)d are kept so at the master's ex- 
pense. 

The Blue Girls School. 
The Blue Girls School, in the 
city of Waterfbrd, was founded by 
the Mason family, and is supported 
by a permanent annual inconie of 
1«/. 7s. 6d.-, of, which sum 60/. is 
a rent-charge for ever, payable to it 
by the corporation of Waterford. 
lu the year 1784, Counsellor Alcock 
lef^ 1>P00/. to the institution ; the 



interest of which, 60Z., is part of the 
above annual fund 

There is a sch lol-house part of 
which is let in lodging, and St girls 
are clothed and educated in this 
school ; we have had no rttorn of 
the salary of the master; the chil- 
dren do not appear, by the account 
furnished to us, to be dieted. 
Bishop Toy's Chari/y. 

Dr. Nathaniel Foy, formerly Bi- 
shop of Waterford, by his last will 
and testament, in the year 17(77, en- 
dowed this school with the i-esidue 
of his fortune, after I he payment of 
certain legacies, and directed that 
the produce of said residue should 
be vested in lands, for the support 
of a school in Waterford, to teach 
the children of the poor gratis; and 
to clothe and apprentice them, when 
fit, to trades ; and also, that the 
number of the children should be in- 
creased, in proportion to tbfe inr 
crease of the funds or rents of the 
charity. It appears, from a docu- 
ment in our possession, of the 
state of this school, which was 
investigated by the members of the 
Board of Education, which' 'sat' in 
1788, that the annual income of this 
charity was in that year 523/ lis., 
and that there was then the sum of 
1,400/. in money lodged in private 
security, belonging to the trustees, 
and that 75 children were in that 
year on the establishment. 

An Act of Parliament vvas passed 
in the 1st year of George the 2d, 
for the regulation of this charity; 
and a further act, to enlarge the 
powers uf the former, and intituled, 
" An Act to perpetuate, and better 
regulate the Charitable Foundation 
of Dr. Kathaniej Foy, late Lord 
Bishop of Waterford and Lismore, 
and for other purposes," was passed 
in the year 1 80S. 

By this last Act, the estates 
of the Charity are vested in the 
Lord Bishop of Waterford, iba 
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Mayor of Waterford, and the Dean 
of Waterford, for the time being, 
and powers are given to them to sell 
the present school-house, and to e- 
rect in a ^nore convenient situation 
a new school house, suitable to the 
future extent of the endowment, 
with powers to pay a master a sa- 
lary of \Obl, per annum, and 50/. 
per annum to each usher, and to 
maintain, 4)oard, and lodge the 
schoolmaster, ushers, servants, and 
children in the school-house. Bishop 
Fi'V in his will having limited his 
trustees to tht instructing and bind- 
ing out rhe children only. There 
were ui 1808 fifty-seven children in- 
strurted at this school; the number 
now attending this school is sixty- 
seven. 

The present estates of this charity 
consist of about one thousand four 
hnndred acres of land, together with 
two or three small plots of ground, 
in the city of Waterford, and now 
produce only 466/. Us. pef an- 
num. But it appears, by a survey 
proved before the Judges in Ireland, 
that the following estates belonging 
to the charity, (which are held by 
leases made in the year 1741, in 
each of which there is only one life 
existing, and that a very aged one,) 
will, when the present leases ex- 
pire, produce, in all probability, 
the following annual rents, viz.

IN concluding this Report, we 
beg leave to state to your Grace, 
that we have had frequently occa- 
sioii to observe, in the course of our 
inquiries into the various charitable 
funds in Ireland, tjiat the money be- 
longing to them is too often vested 
in private securities, to the evident 
hazard of its entire loss; and we 
have found also, that where such 
money has been vested in govern- 
nient, securities, that the names of 
individuals have been used, instead 
of those of the several trusts or cor- 
porations to which the properties 
belong, and .an imprudent choice 
wade oflhe five per cent, funds, in- 
stead of those of the three and a 
half; which last, we conceive, for 
peraianetJt eslablishments, should 



nations and Eejiuests, to cohipe), in 
all cases, the trustees ©r charitable 
foundations, to call, in such sums as 
are now laid-out on private securi. 
ties, and to invest them, and all 
other monies belonging to such cha- 
rities, in govenin^ierit stock, at three 
and a half per cent., in the names of 
the sevei^al trusts respectively. 

And it would also, we conceive, be 
advisable, that powers should at the 
same time be given to the same 
board, to call upon the trustees lor 
surveysof the several estates belong- 
ing to their respective foundations. 

We cannot close tins report to 
your Grace, without noticing a most 
usefui class of schools for the educa- 
tion of the lower classes, founded by 
"The Association for promoting the 
practice of the Christian religion," 
and have, therefore, subjoined, in 
an Appendix, the plan and condi- 
tions upon which the association 
have given their assistance, in en- 
dowing these schools, together with 
a list of the number which the)' have 
established,, the salaries paid by 
them to the respective masters, to- 
gether with the number of children 
returned as attending the same.
